Foster Must 
Hang; Bored 
at Verdict 


| Arthur Foster was found guilty of 
the murder of Mrs. Kate Mitchell Tros- 
tell, his former sweetheart, by a jury 
in Judge Jacob Hopkins’ court last 
night. The jurors fixed the penalty at 
death. 

The | verdict was a surprise even to 
the state, as rulings made by the court 
had barred from the record much of 
the evidence upon which it was hoped 
a conviction would be obtained. 

Foster, the teamster, who won the 
sobriquet of the “granite man” be 
cause of his adamantine silence and 
stolid presence during weeks of police 
grilling, presented the same inflexible 
front when the clerk read the verdict. 
Not @ muscle moved. He looked at the 
jurors, at the judge, at his attorneys, 
and Hstened, apparently bored, while 
they entered a motion for a new trial, 
hearing on which was set for two 
weeks hence. 

Victim's Daughter Aids. 

Mrs. ‘Trostell’s 13 year old daughter, 
Eleanore, was largely responsible for 
Foster’s capture, indictment and con- 
viction. 

When her mother disappeared on 
Dec. 2 last, it was she who first took 
up the search and kept prodding the 
police, until they finally took Foster 
into custody at his home, 4229 South 
Francisco avenue.

win Wright, for fifteen years editorial

Nat Wright, as he was best known 
in the newspaper world, wae born Aug. 
11, 1869, in Crawford county, Pa. He 
was the son of Nathaniel Webster and 
Olive Bennett Wright.

He was educated at Depauw 
university, Greencastle, Ind. 

His first job as reporter was on the 
Chicago Daily News, then owned by 
Melville E. Stone and Victor Lawson. 
Mr. Stone who for twenty-five years 
was general manager of the Associated 
Press, was a cousin of Mr. Wright. 

Mr. Wright remained with the Daily 
News from 1890 .to 1892 in various

Chicago is to have another towering 
office building overlooking Grant park.

THE COMMUTER’S TICKET. 

The’ Bob White on the hillside in the Mame 
azaleas calls to a Bob White in the valley where 
the wild crabs have opened red huds. Higher up 
on the hillside trilliums are in blossom, They are 
gone out of the valley. Spring has a wide range in 
& few hundred fect in the Blhe Ridge. 

Higher up the dogwood is just breaking into 
white. Lower down it is turning green and the 
blossoms are falling. In the valley the white oak 
is green; on the crest it is bare. One climbs from 
May to March in vegetation. 

The hill iris and mo tain pink fallow you batt 
way up, among the budding hickory and chestnut 
‘paplings. Last year’s chestnut burs are under 
foot in the dead oak leaves. Blackberry tangles 
are everywhere. 

Below the wild. strawberry. is in blossom, with 
the mountain daisy and the blueberry in bloom. 
Cardinals and. tanagers flash on the hillside, ehe- 
winks, thrashers, and cat birds in the brush; oc 
casionally a mocking bird. At evening, as the sun 
goes into the blue mists of ranges. over which Pis- 
gah rises, the wood thrush sings by the mountain 
stream which tumbles down the hill. .

corporation reveals that there are 50,000 empioyés 
among the number, The figures are important for’ 
the light they shed upon the changing position of 
labor in the economic, world. 

Labor ts becoming capitalistic. orery one of: 
these 60,006 workmen in the steel mills, whether he 
owns one share'of stock or’100 shares, is a capital- 
ist. His money is earning something for him as 
well as his hands and head. He has learned the 
lesson of thrift or he would not own the stock. 
From ‘day to day he is learning fundamental les- 
sons in ‘economics, such as the need for ‘capital as. 
well as labor in. successful production, and the 
similar rights and “responsibilities ‘of aia two 
parties to every Business, _—s_ 

Such labor capitalists naturally tend to conservar 
tism. They do not want-to destroy. the value of 
their property by inefficient. work, strikes; sabotage, 
jor destructive propagarida. In the growth-.of such 
sentiment and such knowledge, based upon .-self- 
interest, American prosperity and American inter- 
ests Can find their greatest security. The steel 
corporation is merely one of many. A dozen | 
unions, of which the locomotive engineers is the 
greatest, are now operating their own banks. They

THE MELTING POT. 
FIER is food for thought in some 
studies of the mentality of the 
different racial groups. who made 
up the American army In the 
world war. Brigham of Princeton, in 
his bok entitled “A Study of American 
Intelligence,” gives the ratings by 
groups of one: and three-quarters militon 
soldiers. Two per cent of the number 
were excluded from the rating because 
they were in the moron class. In the 
nearly two million there was included 
4,200 ¢commissioned officers. The tests 
applied were intended to value mental 
alertness. “The’-comparison ,was with 
children of different ages. 

In the competition the English born 
boys in the American army stood at the 
head with a mental alertness rating of 
14.87 years. Those of Scotch birth came 
“next with: a rating of 14.34 years.. The 
Holland stock was third with 14.32. The 
German’ stock fourth with 13.88. Fifth 
on the list came the: native born Amer- 
ican whites. with 13.77. Other. stocks 
followed in this order: Danés, Canadl- 
ans, Swedes, Norwegians, Belgians, 


“Irish, Austrian, Turkish, Greeks, Rus- 


sians, Italians, Poles, and Negroes. The 
-Negtoes ‘were bel6w 10 in their rating 
and the Italians, Russians, and Greeks, 
while above 11, were under 12 in their 
rating.

While the tests were inténded to rate 
regardless of book education, it is im- 
possible to fully attain the end. Few 
American born men would be bright 
enough to equal a Pole in an alertness 
test given to Poles in Poland by Poles, 
Also ‘there are other mental quali- 
ties besides alertness which should be 
eonsidered. For instance, Jenks says: 
“In thrift and progress the Italians 
equal any race.” Thrift is only an illus- 
tration of a mental quality which is not 
measured by an alertness test.

Corns. ; 

There are two varieties of corns— 
hard and soft. Soft corns come be 
tween the toes. Absorbent cotton 
should be placed between the toes to 
prevent friction and Keep the parts 
dry. Sprinkling sulphur between the 
toes is an excellent remedy. 

Hard corns must be cut down with. 
the greatest care. They should be cut 
directly after the bath when the skin 
is aseptic. A steel scalpel should be 
used, and it should be sterilized before 
using by boiling for five minutes. Take 
every precaution against blood poison- 
ing. 

After the corn has been cut, apply 
the following lotion: Extract of can- 
nabis indica, 15 grains; salicylic acid, 
1 dram; flexible collodion; 1 ounce. Mix 
well and apply with a tiny camel’s 
hair brush. Repeat every night until 
the corn has disappeared. 

| Callous Spots. | 

Soak the feet in not water for half 
an hour each night before retiring. This 
will soften the spots. Then rub the 
éalluses with a piece of pumice e 
to take off the hard skin. Du the 
day keep a little cold cream or vase- 
line on the spot so as to keep it soft.

Tender feet may be rubbed to 
advantage with witch hazel to which 
spirits of camphor has been added, 
one or two tablespoons to four ounces 
of witch hazel. It is also beneficial to 
rub a little olive oi] into the feet after 
the bath. Alcohol or vinegar is sooth: 
ing to tired, aching, sore feet. Com- 
mon baking soda also affords relief. 


Ingrowing Toe Nails. 

There are two causes for ingrowing 
toe nails. Improper foot gear is one 
and cutting the nails wrong is another. 
Cut the nails either square across or 
slightly coneave. Once a day at leagt 
wash the toe, cleaning especially well. 
Lift the ingrowing corners of the nail, 
and push a small pledget of absorbent 
cotton into the space. Slowly increase 
the size of the piece of cotton until the 
edge of nail, having been lifted above 
the flesh on the side, no longer irri- 
tates it. If there is a tendency for the 
flesh ‘grow over the nail, push it 
fasten in this position with a 
‘of oxide of zine plaster. When

EMBROIDERING THE ALPHABET. 
BEAUTIFUL alphabet is begun 
today, suitable.for many pur- 
poses. Table, bathroom, and 
bedroom linen will be beautified 
by the addition of one of these letters. 
Blouses, waists, afd lingeries will also 
be prettier for having a handsomely 
embroidered letter or monogram. 
~The graceful curves of these letters 
make the work more than usually in- 
teresting, and several different stitches 


may be used if desired.

A where padding is done, while the fine 


* linen will be simply outline work, and 


some of the smaller spaces may be 
filled with the seed stitch instead of 
padding and working in the usual way. 
/ Bach letter must be clearly stamped 
on the material, and then a single 
strand of darning cotton used for the 
outlining. Take small, even stitches 
exactly ».n the lines, making them 
shorter on the wrong than on the 
right side. Putting a couple of strands 
in- the needle at a.time, use darning 
catton for the filling in or padding. A 
darning or running stitch may be 
used, making it a ‘little long on the 
right side and as short as possible on 
the wrong. This work is always done 
on the length of the letter, and the 
padding is always heavier in the cen- 
ter of the space, making it lighter 
as the outline is reached. This work 
should be done with the material in 
the embroidery rings. 

Choose a needle that will take the 
floss easily, and pull through the ma- 


is 


terial without any effort. If jt . 
the 


difficult to pull the eye througt, 
material will surely be injured. 

‘To make embroidery good looking, 
the work must be evenly done—haste 
is out of the question. The stitch used 
is simply an over and over one, always 
taken across the letter, at right angles 
to the filling stitches. Where there 
are curves, the stitches must be taken 
close together on the inside; and on 
the outer edge there must be no spaces, 
but try to have them come just togeth- 
er. On the inside they must never 
lap. 

A little practice will make it possible 
to do beautiful work, and if one is in- 
experienced time will be well spent by 
practicing first on an ordinary piece 
of cloth. It is fascinating work, but 
unless it is well done there is no beauty 
in it.

Grate off, or peel off thinly and 
chop fine the yellow skin only, and 
mix that from one orange with one 
tablespoon of sugar, and let stand over 
night. In the morning add the juice 
from the orange to it, and strain 
through a cheese cloth. Add the whole 
to a sifup of one cup of sugar and one- 
half cup of water which has been 
cooked for five minutes and cooled. 
Add the juice of two other oranges and 
freeze. 

In all cases the true fresh taste of 
a fruit or berry is best retained by 


adding it to a cold sirup, although most 
fresh fruit tastes are not so changed 
with heat as is that of the orange. 


Fancy Service for Orange Sherbet. 

Wash oranges and prepare them by 
taking out the stem pit, then cut off a 
thin slice from the other end so that 
they will stand up firmly. Cut the 
skin all around in thin strips nearly 
down to the point where a slice of the 


skin was removed. Turn these in, open. 


out the carpels of each orange, and 
putin an ice box to chill, When ready 
to serve the orange ice, spread open 
the carpels with the spoof, put in the 
ice, heaped up, and serve. 

The smallest section of orangesa— 
called the carpels—whole or in halves 
and chilled, may be used ag a garnish 
for orange sherbet, but served in the 
whole orange, for something like a 
wedding breakfast, at which it is best 
to have only a few svbstantial and 
quite perfect things, it certainly fills 
the place of at least two courses. 


Watermelon Ice. 


Add about one-half cup of sugar 
sirup to two cups of watermelon juice, 
and the juice of one orange, or use 
lemon juice and more sweetening. Put 
into a jar with a rubber to make it 
air tight, and pack:-in ice and »salt, 
over and under and around. In half 
an hour it will be well -iced, if the 
meélon juice was cool to start with, 
and can be used as a drink. In an hour 
it will be a mush. It is better not to 
freeze it more than that. The pulp

Lemon water made by brewing slices 
of lemon may be used for extreme 
economy for a lemon granite. To make 
it, pour one quart or even two quarts 
of boiling water over one lemon cut 
in quarter inch slices, and let it keep 
hot, but not boil for two hours. It is 
brewed, not cooked. 
Simplest Strawberry Mousse. 

For a small mold of mousse take 
one-third cup of mashed strawberries, 
one-half cup of sugar, one-third cup of 
water, one egg white, one pinch of 
salt, one teaspoonful of lemon juice, 
six tablespoons of cream. Measure 
the strawberries after mashing them. 


Cook the water and sugar to 238 de. 
grees or until it spins a thread as in 


one half cup of cream. Wash and hull 
strawberries, and put them in a flat 
bottomed aluminum kettle or pan over 
the least bit of fire, to which add either 
a tablespoon of water or two cr three 
tablespoons of sugar, and gently cook 
until the juice is out. Strain, and get 
one half cup of thick strawberry juice. 

Add to this the half cup of sugar, 
stir until dissolved, cook five minutes, 
skim, pour over stiffly beaten egg 
white, with constant stirring, and cool, 
stirring occasionally or considerably, 
oe it is cooling, becausé the siruf is 


so much heavier than the egg and will 
separate if not well whipped with it. 
Whip up the one-half cup of cream and 
fold it into the cooled mixture. Mix 
thoroughly. You will have about three 
cups of fluffy mixture. 

Put into mold with tight cover—a 
browribread tin will do if in no respect 
rancid—pack in salt and ice, learning 
always to scant the salt if you want 
the best effects, using only so much as 
will start the freezing. The condition 
of the ice influences that: The ‘Aner 
the ice, the more effective the little 
salt. When partly frozen it may be a 
good plan to stir a mixture like this 
or you may twist the tin around after 
it has stood in the ice and salt a few 
minutes, stir and then pack for two 
hours. This mousse tastes as though 
made of uncooked strawberries. 


Strawberry Gelatin Mousse. 


One cup of strawberries, one half 
cup of sugar, juice of half an orange, 
one teaspoon lemon juice, two tea- 
spoons gelatin, three tablespoons water, 
three fourths to one cup of cream. 
Soak gelatin in one tablespoon of cold 
water and then in two tablespoons of 
boiling water, but first add the sugar 
to the strawberries and let stand for 
half an hour, then mash and strain. 


Stir the gelatin into the strawberries 
and add orange and lemon juice. Whip 
the cream and fold it graduaily into 
the gelatinized strawberries. Then 
pack and freeze in half salt and half 
finely pounded ice for quick work. This 
will be a deep pink mousse, and be- 
cause of the extra amount of water 
present it. should not be left too lorg 
in the packing mixture. If, after the 
whipped cream is folded in, the mixture 
still seems wet, the strawberry eth 
may separate slightly from the froth.

was forever broken. 

Vercengetorix and 80,000 men, not 
counting women and children, were 
pent up in. the fortress city of Alesia 
by the Romans. Cyesar's lines extended 
eleven miles in a ring about the town. 
While he was besieging the place a 
Gallic army of overwhelming numbers, 
about 300,000, came up and besieged 
him. He now fought on a double line, 
on the inside holding the rebel army in 
check; outside standing off the relieving 
forces. : . 

The fight went on until both were 
nearly exhausted. The day for the final 
trial was at hand. The relievers con- 
centrate on one spot, hoping to pierce 
Ceesar’s lines. They begin by a furious 
charge.

ries up and down the lines. ‘Now!’ 

“Qur men drop their spears; they 
draw their swords, they leap the para- 
pet, they bear down in a mass upon the 
Gauls. The latter recoil to meet them. 
Suddenly, in the rear, there sounds the 
thunder of hoofs and the’wild shouts 
of the Germans. The trap is sprung.

With Bishop Varnava, Rasputin forthwith 
decided on a loca] canonization of the bones 
of the deceased priest, ignoring the holy 
synod and relying upon the czar to confirm 
. the ceremony by proclamation. 

The proposal was unheard of. Would Ras- 
putin’s influence with the czar carry it 
through? Had the czar, indeed, the author- 
ity to override the bishops? The point was 
lost in the fog of tradition, turning on 
whether the monarch or the church fathers 
had first been delegated with authority from 
God. Precedent was on the side of the 
bishops. 
interfered in such a matter. 

Careless that he set the prestige of the 
church against the prestige of the throne, 
Rasputin went ahead. He wired to his maj- 


esty : | 

. “ Pokrofskaia; Aug. 15, 1915. 

“ Bishop asks ou to proclaim the saint by 
your own authority, which conveys the au- 
thority of God. Gagcory.” 

That same week the czarina visited her 
husband at headquarters. Before she came 
away- the czar had promised his personal 
approval of the Tobolsk ceremony, signified 
by a friendly message to Rasputin. Unsat- 
ishied, Rasputin wired the empress: 

“ Pokrofskaia, Aug. 28, 1915. 

“Cause the czar to proclaim and the sun 
will rise. Grecory.” 

Then, no further reply coming, he acted. 
Quickly directing the loca] ceremony, he in- 
formed the czar of the event: 

“ Pokrofskaia, Aug. 31, 1915. 

“ Glorification of saint proclaimed. People 
wept im a frenzy of joy. We are on our 
way to pray at the shrine. God is with us, 
and your word brings us blessing. 


The anger of Samarin and the bishops at 
once boiled over into the newspapers. Sama- 
rin permitted documents to reach the press 
showing that Varnava had obtained his of- 
fice by fraud. The holy synod continued to 
ignore the saint. Suppressed, only to reap- 
pear, the scandal bubbled through the press 
during September, 1915. It grew into a 
murmur against the honor and dignity of 
the throne in the most conservative house- 
holds in the land. Rasputin became alarmed. 
Two telegrams to his ally, Mme. Vyrobuova, 
show his state of iat Thaw cnn eodiaed 
but the sequence in which the empress had 
placed them indicate the period. The first 


ran: 
“ Pokrofskaia. 

“ Bad news from evérywhere. I am trou- 
bled, but cannot express it without seeing 
you. The sun is covered over. Grisnxa.” 

The second is a reproach directed to Ras- 
putin’s friends among the Petrograd aris- 
tocracy, none of whom had appeared at the 
Tobolsk glorification : 

“ Pokrofekaia. 


“ The slanders against me come from the 
envious only.

due. Your decision was dictated by God. 
Your word brings peace and blessings to 
everybody, but your hand must produce 
more thunder and lightning. Then you will 
conquer all. Gaicory.” 

In Petrograd the empress busied herself 
with the removal of the offending ministers 
—Samarin first of all, for his dismiasal would 
mean Rasputin’s return. On Aug. 29, 1915, 
she wrote to the emperor: 

“ Perhaps you better give Samarin the 
short order that you wish Bishop Varnava 
to chant the laudation of St. John Maximo- 
vitch. Samarin intends to get rid of Var- 
nava, but we like him, and he is good to 
Grishka.” 

In the same letter, regarding Khvostov, 
the man she had picked as the new min- 
ister of the interior, she writes: 

“ Beloved, Khvostov has made an excel- 
lent impression on Ania. He is most de- 
voted to you, spoke well and gently about 
Our Friend, and related that tomorrow there 
is to be question about Grishka in the duma.

The czar immediately conferred a dia- 
mond cross on Archbishop Tikhon.
